WHAT SIX PENNSYLVANIA COUNTY 
AGENCIES DID 
The County Agency Department the Pennsyl- 
vania Children’s Aid Society has made statistical 
summary for the year 1925 for the six county organiza- 
tions affiliated with the State Society, namely, Berks, 
Bradford, Delaware, Lycoming, Montgomery and 
Northampton. These six county Societies cared for 
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682 children whom 316 were received during 1925, 
while 366 were care the beginning the year. 
After passing from care 231 children during the year 
there remained 451 children under supervision. 
these 451 care the close the year 154 were board- 
ing. Nine were the temporary receiving home 
Towanda; were temporarily hospitals institu- 
tions for care; 114 were private families without 
board but subject regular visitation, and 134 were 
being looked after the homes relatives with 
their own families. 

These figures are typical the wide variety service 
rendered these County Societies. They have made 
the needs the child the foremost consideration and 
their work has been wisely adapted the needs their 
own These six County Societies had 990 
applications 1925. During the year 8,934 visits were 
made representatives these Societies, finding 
homes for children, caring for them after placement, 
consulting those interested the children, and dealing 
with the various applications made for care children. 
This represents larger amount social work the 
individual care children than has ever previously 
been attempted anyone the counties concerned. 
difficult measure the value this service the 
children and the counties themselves. Much future 
suffering and trouble has been prevented and many 
children are happy result prompt attention 
the family distress which brought these children the 
Aid Society these six 
dren’s Aid News.” 


PREPARING FOR SUMMER 


Cleveland has found the Summer Camp Registry 
which has operated for several years successful that 
those responsible are making every effort secure 
continuance the work and 100 per cent registration 
1926. Before registration was instituted there were 
daily vacancies all camps equal the capacity 
the other hand there were many children 
who failed make connections with any camp and 
others who enjoyed duplication outings. The dis- 
tribution opportunities for this type care beset 
with many difficulties: the selection families that 
most need it, persuading the reluctant unacquainted 
use it, filling vacancies that occur the last 
moment, reaching needy children not care any 
agency and not practised the art securing atten- 
tion their needs. 

The Children’s Bureau was the base operations 
last year. Five members the Bureau and five mem- 
bers the Summer Camp Council made special 
committee. Investigations were made the Chil- 


dren’s Bureau. During the season 1925 there were 
2,432 applicants from various referring agencies. 

Four services were 

Consultant service was rendered referring agen- 
cies having difficult individual problems. these con- 
ferences many instances were found where camp was 
not the best solution the individual need, although 
general camp considered profitable treatment for 
any all. 

Registration campers being served camps was 
made and notice duplications sent camps involved. 

Notification was given camps applications came 
the Registrar the types and numbers from their 
neighborhoods for urgent cases and that camp could 
not take the applicant another camp, not their dis- 
trict, was notified with the reason for service requested. 

Placement service was given agencies for needy 
cases. 

Those closest the work believe worth while even 
though all organizations not register, and that com- 
plete registration would very greatly extend the bene- 
fits the service.

Mr. Alfred Whitman, Executive Secretary the 
Boston Children’s Aid Association, speaking What 
Might Accomplished Through Better Understand- 
ing the Child,” said among other things:

the course article “What Can Smaller 
Cities for the Child?” Dr. Ralph Truitt, the 
National Committee for Mental Hygiene, makes 
very clear that mental hygiene program should 
aimed serve all classes children community.

DANGERS SOCIAL WORK 


From the April number “The Family” the follow- 
ing very practical considerations appear article: 
Social Work Necessarily Dangerous Occupa- 
tion?” Helen Kempton the New York School 
Social Work.

fifteen years ago Dr. Richard Cabot gave 
address ‘The Health Social Workers’ one 
the general sessions the National Conference 
Charities and Corrections (as was then known) 

work has made strides the fifteen years that 
have elapsed since this paper Dr. Cabot’s appeared. 
Many case working agencies have radically reduced 
their case loads per worker, recognizing the time-con- 
suming nature the modern case work task and the 
need for protecting the 

work intricate, exacting task; its pro- 
cesses are highly detailed and call into requisition the 
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best physical, mental, and spiritual powers the 
worker. She not spared stress and strain even her 
contacts with others than her clients, whom she meets 
constantly the course her daily work. There 
the representative another organization whose point 
view regarding the client whom both are interested 
may differ from her own; there the board com- 
mittee member the volunteer visitor desirous 
being helpful, learning and participating, but often 
requiring consciously thought-out approach—very 
different from the free and easy intercourse that may 
characterize one’s relationships outside the job. 
the face these conditioning factors—the peculiar 
demands the job, its self-conscious nature, and the 
need for calculated and purposive adapting one’s 
own opinions and viewpoints the opinions and view- 
points others—she forced develop protective 
coloring some sort, way insulation against the 
wear and tear the daily grind. have recognize 
that the overworked case worker not good exponent 
her profession; and further, that she shows herself 
less proficient than does her less overburdened 
sister. 

should free our thinking this subject from 
tradition which still persists; that is, the notion that 
the case worker who struggles under load too heavy 
for her martyr the cause. There question 
but that, many situations today, case workers are 
apparently forced carry too heavy loads; however, 
one who finds herself chronically this position, who 
constantly forced accept the fact that her daily 
assignment cannot accomplished let say, 
eight-hour day with hour out for luncheon, should 
not remain content merely suffer silence, but 
should never cease bear witness the conditions 
her job—with her superior officer the staff, or, 
happens that she the superior officer, with the board 
committee which she directly responsible. 
she valuable worker, her testimony will heeded, 
and the chances are ten one that the situation will 

notwithstanding these instances 
pressure from above, many instances the responsi- 
for overwork rests solely with the worker her- 
self. 


are caught and swept along our absorp- 
tion and enthusiasm for our job (for what job more 
engrossing than that dealing with human beings?) 
and are led forget that are humans too, that 
our bodies and minds need rest, relaxation, renewal, 
that sound mind sound body the normal condi- 
tion and primary requisite for human being, that 
without these are neglecting practice case work 
upon our first clients—ourselves. And then perhaps 
some day find ourselves the verge physical 
nervous breakdown, or, best, worrying along from 
day day distinctly sub-par condition that pre- 
cludes the possibility living the best that 
us. 

respect work with clients, there 
basic and compelling argument for balance the life 
the worker. Within the last five years the emphasis 
case work has tended center about two focal points: 
health and recreation. Health now taught terms 


mental and physical hygiene—well baby clinics, 
cardiac clinics, nutrition classes, and the like. Ranging 
from teeth inspection school children behavior 
clinics for adults, social workers are waging campaign 
prevention, aimed check disease its source, 
ward off its earliest beginnings. Recreational oppor- 
tunity familiar tool—in hundreds cases see the 
pre-delinquent boy girl helped adjustment through 
stimulation and satisfaction the play instinct. The 
case worker spends days, weeks, and months selling 
the notion play the stolid Polish parent who con- 
siders all foolishness for Peter Wanda join 
group the Community Center. How, then, does the 
worker reconcile her advice with her own actions— 
that she never skates, never plays tennis bridge, never 
knits, never mends her own clothes (is this recreation 
duty, both?), seldom enjoys play, concert, 
art exhibit, whatever source diversion especially 
appeals her, and gets only rare glimpses her neg- 
lected and hence diminishing circle friends? Does 
all work and play make Jack dull (if not pre- 

might well for our pride face the 
fact that when are tired are ill-equipped think 
straight—much less help client think straight 
and meet situation squarely—and consequently, 
under these conditions, may our client actual 
harm rather than good. 

“The abuse the body may not limited over- 
time demands. For some takes the form hurried, 
fantastic, noon lunch—let say soda and pimento 
sandwich; for others, coffee three times day which 
serves keep the nervous energies whipped high 
point efficiency, and sometimes counteracted 
excessive use sedatives, either case tending 
lessen the resistive powers the toughest physique. 

why continue this vein? The case workers 
who will read this article know all these things. 
economist would tell that waste words, that our 
discussion purely academic, that the real issue hinges 
what the case worker wants. Does she prefer feel 
fit for her job, vibrantly responsive the beauty 
life, sensitive sorrow and suffering, with margin 
well-being from which draw upon for others; 
she willing with considerably less than that—to 
feel, perhaps, but half person, with little sense the 
joy living, and having recompense only the 
edge that she daily sacrificing herself her work? 
all-round normal living—enough exercise, rest, 
relaxation and renewal, proper eating, and all the rest 
it—an essential background for case work? the 
worker’s first duty herself her client? Can she 
who lacks self-guidance the last analysis guide others 
successfully? this body with which find ourselves 
endowed (sometimes, would seem, encumbered), our 
outright property abuse will? These are some 
the questions that press for answer mind. 

“In our practice case work hold that many 
indirect benefits character follow result sane 
living. Might not simplify our own task character 
development through unstopping some these clogged 
channels, through the substitution natural outlets 
for energy, place analytical approach our 
problems which fear are sometimes given—in 
short, through balanced diet living?”

remains, however, pitiful fact that much work that 
being done for them the poorer quality. 
degrees coming over that should full justice 
little child even fatherless and motherless and 
poor, and even beset with some handicap mentally 
otherwise. 

hoped that some way publicity may given 
some the findings the Committee that recently 
met Chicago. One never looked into the faces 
more earnest set men and women. The task that 
the League has undertaken big enough challenge 
the bravest. Its avowed purpose raise the stand- 
ards child welfare work. not pro-institutional 
nor anti-institutional. Such outworn discussions 
whether always better send child institu- 
tion place him family home the country 
never find place the meeting this body. has 
iron-clad method recommend that will probably fit 
the case every child. the other hand, proceeds 
upon the principle that the situation each helpless 
and dependent child should studied with the same 
intelligence and scientific accuracy that the physician 
studies the malady person who comes him for 
bodily relief. Case work term now frequently used, 
not thoroughly understood most us, and cer- 
tainly not scientifically applied dealing with the 
children that come the various agencies throughout 
the land. 

“The League has upon its official staff only workers 
foremost ability and the finest training. could 
never afford have person second-rate ability upon 
its staff. would absurd for the one fine organi- 
zation this country that avowedly trying raise 
standards send into community person not 
competent bring the very best knowledge and the 
most recent information with regard children. This 
means that great expense has incurred provid- 
ing salaries for the very finest children’s workers avail- 
able and such money must secured from those who 
love God and little children. any the readers

The following article was written one the chil- 
dren (clearly girl) cared for New York orphanage.

“INSIDE THE WALLS 


the boys have habit getting into mis- 
chief. When they are told keep out the snow and 
not run down the terrace school, they into the 
deepest drifts snow they can find and the terrace 
looks like was used for race track. But most the 
snow has melted and wet and muddy out doors, 
when they want outside they are told put 
their rubbers. they are caught without rubbers on, 
they get dose castor oil and are sent bed. During 
the month February the weather has been terrible 
outside; day like summer-time and all the ice 
and snow melts, and during the night freezes again 
that can almost skating school and just 
the weather get pneumonia in. 


boys and girls like break windows. They 
are told close the doors the wind won’t slam them 
and break the glass them, and when there fight 
the loser picks the nearest thing and fires and most 
the time goes through window; and when they 
play baseball the house and someone misses the ball 
when thrown him, smash goes another window. 
collected the money that broken windows cost, 
could have fortune year, but most the time 
can’t find out who breaks the windows and have 
let go. 


all the boys hate their home work and 
they leave until the last minute. the afternoon 
when the children can’t out account the mud, 
they run around knocking over the little ones, and when 
make them sit down and quiet and tell them 
their home work, they say they haven’t any home work 
do, and the very next morning you can see the very 
ones that said they haven’t any home work scrib- 
bling away very diligently something; and when they 
are asked why, they say that they didn’t have time 
yesterday, and when they school and their 
teachers ask them the same thing, they tell them that 
don’t give them time in. 


children like late school also; although 
only takes about five minutes walk there from here, 
they tell the teacher that they had work and 
wouldn’t let them school time. 


“Some the boys lose their books accidentally 
purpose, knowing that the teachers wil! send them home 
look for them and that way get out half day 
day school.

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EMOTIONAL TEMPERAMENTS YOUNG 
CHILDREN 

That children young years may classi- 
fied according emotional temperament 
shown recent experiments conducted the Iowa 
Child Research Station, University Iowa, the Science 
Service News Letter February (Washington, 
C.) states: The experiments, conducted with group 
children between the ages and indicated that 
even two-year-old child has already developed 
personality marked character that habitual emo- 
tional reactions can expected. Through series 
similar tests the experimenters classified the children 
definitely into extrovert types (those who express their 
emotions action) and introvert types (those who 
inhibit expression emotion), although some were 
found that is, extrovert some 
respects and introvert others. consideration was 
given the question whether the personality char- 
acteristics are inborn acquired.

year old Margaret was her way home 
from school when she was met young man who in- 
vited her for ride. Margaret first refused, 
then accepted, and the ride the country terminated 
only too often social service agencies can testify such cir- 
cumstances do. Margaret’s mother helped her despite 
the cares family children. The mother 
believed the representations the young man’s lawyer 
that would not agree settlement more than one 
hundred and fifty dollars for the care the baby 
daughter and that the case were taken into court, 
there would more paid, much, anything 
all. The mother finally had her daughter accept the 
settlement one hundred and fifty dollars. 


“Margaret now home caring for her five month 
old baby. The young man twenty-six continues 
his well-paying position, released from further financial 
responsibility the acceptance the settlement.

the reason for such laxity securing sup- 
port for child born out wedlock paternity 
acknowledged? Chiefly, will explained, because 
the father unable pay more, has other dependents, 
irregularly employed and earning little nothing 
permit any better support. There always the 
possibility, however, the father obtaining better 
employment inheriting some money but after the 
settlement has been effected the child not benefited 
further. How many the hundreds children born 
out wedlock the city Buffalo have, year after 
year, been deprived any adequate support from the 
father?

support and education, ‘until the child reaches the age 
The mother, too, possessed property 
and failing support and educate her child born out 
wedlock, may required the court make pay- 
ment money, weekly otherwise, for the support 
and education the child, although the father not 
deemed relieved his share liability.
